No one knows when the Jews first came into

. They were here before the Norman
Conquest. They were here when IHengist
. landed. Itis probable that they were here
before Cioaar came. Bome writers derive the
. name of Britain from & Hebrew word: from
anach, tin jgland, which would be very
il either Darat meant tin, or anach
island. When the Romank land, we geton
safer ground., One of the edicts of Augustus
m of the Jews im Britain. One of the
bricks dug up in Mark Lane has the
mf.smm and the Foxes stamped upon
it. mentions the Jews in connection with
the great controversy on the tonsure. logbart
forbade the Saxon Christians to attend Jewish
feasts; a faot whioch Ffmplies not only that we
had synsgogues and ceremonials in Eogland
but that a friendly intercourse then exlated
between the native Christians and the native
Jews. In the Crowland Abbey records there
is an entry which grovu—it the record itaelf
be gennine—that Jews conld hold land, and
that they wera in the habit of endowing monks
and pums with some part of their wealth.
The firat storm of persecution struok them
when the Pagan Danes deflowered the ialand.
Canute was not their friend. Some say he
drove them from the country; and this is a
legend which the Jews accept as true, It is
hardly likely that all were sent away; but
those who stayed behind were treated in & new
and cruel spirit. The Jews were no longer free.
They lost their right to hold land. They could
no longer appeal to the courts of law. We hear
no more of Christians going into the syna-
gogues, of Hebrews leaving money to the
convents. Allthesprings of charity were sealed.
Only under the name ef ‘“King’s men,” and
very nearly in the position of slaves, were a
few wealthy and useful families permitted to
hold their ground. “‘The Jew, all that he
has, belong to the king,’” runs the law of
Edward the Confessor—a law which was cer-
tainly not & dead letter in the succeeding
times

The Jews made very slight p g in Eng-
1snd until the Norman baron, with his strong
arm and greedy maw, invited the rich traders
and tiremen J that race from France. Crowds
of Jews now gettled in Stamford and in York;
afterwards they came to Oxford and London,
and during the first golden period of their re-
turn they ocoupied and enriched these oities
by art and e, In London they dwelt in
two several rhou both of which localities
were determined by the fact of Jews bein

a3 ‘“‘the 's men’’—not ag ordi-
oitizens—free of the ordinary law. One
m quarters lay in the City proper, the
quarter off Cheapeide, in which stood the
anoient London Palace. This quarter was

second quarter, whi lay beyond the
city towasrds the enst, was also a royal
quarter, being olose to the King's Tower,
a of London over which the Mayor and
Aldermen had only a limited right of sway.
‘When the prince was weak the Jews fled into
the Tower, which was sometimes crowded with
Jewn 80 closely that pestilence broke out, and
soattered both the fugitives and thelr protec-
tors to the four winds. When the prince was

strong, his “‘men’ maultiplied in number—
BW backward from the Tower diteh into
the district now known as the Minorles, and

the swamp called Honnds’ Ditch. The great
merchants of the sacred race dwelt in the City,
the poor hucksters and chapmen near the
Tower. Henoce the firat quarter is ealled Old
Jewry, the second quarter Foor Jawry,
;ma‘l:d the earlier Norman kings to be-
friend and usefal race against the
monks sud against the mob. Ruafns, indeed,
was 8o far attached to them that some writers
fancy he had thoughts of becoming a Jew
himself. Baot this is an inference from faots
whioh bear a totally different construction.
Rufas resisted any sttempt to convert the Jews;
and on & notable ocoasion he ocalled before
him oertain converts in Homen, and bade
them return to the faith of their fathers;
whenoe it has been inferred that he was im
faver of that faith. The truth was, Rufus
was in favor of “King's men.’’ Jewa were
profitable olients, and Bafus had no wish to
#se their number redncsd by conversion, in
the reality of which he was not likely to be-

Oxford was in that time almost & Jewish
vity. The best housea belonged to men of this
race, who boarded the RBoglish students, and
established eohools for the study of Hebrew
law. Lombard Hall, Mosea Hall, and Jagob
Hall were centres of leurning. A great ayna-
gogue was built, and the Jewa were popular
with stoden's andlearoed fmen. Great rabbis
Ivotured on their (aith, and two quarters of
Oxford were known as the Old Jewry and the
New Jewry.

The Jews grew fat, and fat men are inosu-
tions. In the reign of Henry the First the
monks began to show thair teeth; and from
this reign downward the Churoh led the mob
to attack the Jews. In the reign of Btephen
they were fined and imprisoned; in the reign
of Richard the Firat they were massaored; in
the reign of John they were cheated and robbed;
and 50 far forward until the reign of Rdward
the First, when “mli ware finally expelled the
kingdom, nnder pain of death. Then came a
time of eilence and exclusion. For three hun-
dred years the law of Kugland had no meroy
on the Jew. He was an infidel, a oagot, a
leper, & thing that could not live upon the
Eoglish soil. The offunses charged upon the
Jews, and held to justify their expulsion from
& oountry in whioh they had dwelt before the
Norman baron and the Saxon yeoman oame
into the land, were such as to raise a smile in
more considerate and more oritical times,
They debased the cein, they forestalled the
markets, they gibed at imugu, they poisoned
the wells, they strove to convert the Chris-
tians, they kidnapped young children, whom
they aacrificed as burnt offerings.

One aconsation ronsed the snger of the com-
mons, & second jnstified suspicion in the
nobles. Bat our aires were far more ignorant
and superstitions than nnjust. Nine out of
every ten men in this kingdom balleved that
Robert, of 5t. Edmund’s Bary, was killed by
the Jews, and that his blood was sprinkled en
their altar by the high priest. Ouar fathers
were not singular in these beliefs. No page
in the long story of popular delusions iz more
strikivg than that which tells of the widely-
spread conviction that Jews put men —especi-
ally boys and young men—to death to get their
blood. This belief was found in Paris and in
Seville, in Alexandria and in Damascus, jnst
a8 it was found in Oxford and in London. Nay,
it is still to be fonnd in the Sonth and in the
East. i Many persons in Rome, and yet more
in Jerusalem, assure you that the Passover
oavnot be properly kept unless the oakes are
mixed with Christian blood. No Easter ever
Emas by without quarrels in Zion provoked

y this suparstition. The Greek and the Ar-
menian cling to their old traditions, and
every little fray in the Holy City between Jew
and Christian leads to charge and counter-
okarge, whioh the grave and impartial Turks
bave to decide according to their written
law. A few years ago these questionz were
raised so often in Palestine, that the Sultan
issned a commission of inquiry into the faots
alleged and denied, when both sides were
heard, the Jewish books were overhanled by
mufti, and an imperial decree was issued, of
which all pashas aund cadis must take note,
declaring that the Greek and Armenian alle-

ations were untrue. The higher English

oignts and had nobles other reasons for
their hatred of the Jews. BSome of these
nobles mdy have really feared—as they cer-
tainly said they f —that the richer Jews
wounld bribe the conrtiers over to their faith,
Buch l.hinfl were freely said in Italy and
Spain. Btill more, the Jews were much
more ‘liberal,” as it is oalled, than their
sturdy neighbors. Many of the Jews were
learned men, and learned men are apt tolaugh
at things which vulgar folka hold sacred. An

Oxford Hebrew mocked St. Frideswide, saying
he could cure ag many sick persons as the
saint herself, The legend runs that the
mocking Jew went mad and hang himself in
his own kitchen—which is perheps a polite
way of telling the tumultuons story of popu-
lar ire and priestly vengeance. Some of these
learned men were learned in the way to ex-
oite suspicion: they were alchemists, sor-
cerers, and astrologers, professors of Magian
art, dealers in charms and amulets, agents of
the Seraglio and the Court. Bat their true
offense was—they were rich,

They were rich, and the world conld not
forgive them. The faoct is, the Jew, who is by
pature & shepherd and a wine-grower—a man
who delights in the pasture and the gudan,
and whose national poetry breathes in the tent,
the flook, and the waterconrse—had been driven
by abominable laws from thecourses which ha
loved into the practice of aots whioch were
eriginally foreign to his race. When a Hebrew
could hold land of his own, he was neither s
peddler nor a money-lender. He sheared his
own sheep, he planted his own olives, he
pressed his own grapes, he threshed his own
oorn. Under that Roman law, which the

forbidden to own land; hence he was driven
into trade, which his genius converted into
a profitable calling. Most of all, he took to
buying and selling money; to lending on inte-
rest and security—a vocation for which few
men are naturally fit. The Jews are dealers
in monev, and nearly every man of inflasnce
in the Plantagenet Court was in their debt.

That was offense enough, aud for that
offense they were driven into foreign lands.
They were driven away from this island with
a8 much ornelty as their brethren afterwards
underwent in Bpain, The Church put them
to the ban, cursed them, rlundond them, and
drove them forth. For fonr hundred years
that stern deoree was held. Bat a change was
coming for the holy race, The Iron Age was
almost past; and though the golden prime
was yet far off, the wiser spirits were looking
for a brighter day. Luther, Cranmer, Calvin,
all the great spirts of the Reformation had
been the nnconsclous [rlends of Israel; and
when the sentiment of respect for private
judgment in affairs of faith had entered deaply
into men’s minds, 8 habit of toleration followed
in its wake, of which the Hebrew found his
share.

The Puoritans were warm admirers of the
Jews. They talked Old Testament. They
called their sons David and Abner; their
daughters Mirlam and Hephzebah. They
regarded the Commonwealth a8 a new
Israel, and Cromwell as a modern Joshua.
Some of the foreign Jews partook of these
fapcles. They thought the Lord Proteotor
might prove to be their Messias, and they sent
a deputation to England to make atriot
inquiry into Cromwell's pedigree, expecting
to in his apcestry some trace of Hebrew
blood. Under his Protectorate they hoped to
come back to their anclent English komes,

Cromwell sat in his chair of state, with the
open Bible before him, and with a petitien
from & learned Jew in his hand. It was & very
adroit petition, and the writer was a very in-

enfons man. The petition began, in ite queer

nglish, referring to the words of Daniel—
g iou that removest kings and settest up
kings''—facts whioh be hinted were allowed—
o the end the living might know that the
Highest hath dominion in man's kludom',. and
giveth the same to whom Ie pleases. It
went on to say that no man becomes &
governor of men unless he be frst
called to that office by God. It then pro-

oseded to show that no ruler of wen
ever been atable (n kis peat of power who was

Church sent into Western Earope, a Jew was |

Inimical to the holy race; and oited im proof of
this strong assertion the osse of Pharach
' Nebuohsdnessar, Antioohus, Eplphanius, &
Pompey. The paper went on to aay that no
oountry whioch favorad that race had ever
falled to flourish, though it refrained from
olting the sxamples of his sesond proposition.
Lastly, it prayed the Lord Protector to repeal
the lawa passed under the Kings sgainst the
Jews, to permit & synsgogue to be built
im Lomdom.

The suthor of this petition was Maunasseh
ben Israel, & Jew of Portugness desoent, then
living in Amstardam—a man of fine oultare
and anquestionable piety. Koglish ambasss-
dors had been recelved in the Datoh capital,
not only by the Government, but by the
ohurohes. iot the least eagér to hall the
new Commonwealth were the Hebrew mer-
ohanta, a grand recaption was 8o-
oorded to her ministers in the synagognes.
Manasseh took advantage of thia visit to urge
upon Cromwall the recall of his people from
their long exile.

Cromwell favored the petition. The Lord
Chief Justice and the Lord Chief Baron re-
ported against maintaining the old statute of
exolunsion. The Lord Mayor and Bheriff de-
olared that the City was willing to receive the
Jews a8 brethren. Buat the old enemies of the
Jews ware still strong. The clergy, even the
Paritan olergy, could not see thelr way to
sach liberal conoessions as the lawyers and
oitizens were prepared to make. To the
divives, a Jew was & man of a stiffasoked
race, who had rejected the true Messiah
and pnt the Sonm of God to a shamefol
death. Owen, Cradock, and their brethren
turoed over the leaves of propheoy. Manasseh
bad very skilfally fallen in with Paritan ways
of thought; hinting that the Judgment was
at hand, and the day of final reconciliation
nigh. éromwell, strook by this suggestion,
urged the divines to adopt a healing polioy;
but the preachers held to the dootrine that the
Jews were a God-abandoned people, unfit for
association with Christian men. Cromwsll's
elognence was hi?hly praised; and the sab-
joct being one which he knew, he probably
spoke beyond his usual style; but neither
Glynn's law nor Cromwell’s eloquence availed
in presence of these hot divines. The clergy
stood out; and even after Hugh Petera and two
other advecates of Manasseh’s scheme were
added to the conferemce, the cle: were ob-
stinate and powerful enongh to defeat Crom-
well’s plan.

But the Lord Protector was a law unto him-
gelf. If a regular act counld not be obtained
empowering the Jews to settle in Englnnci
once again, not as “'King's men,” bat as oiti-
zens and equals, men with legal rights,
he could and would permit them to come
in as “Protector’s men.” In that quality
& few of them ocame back from Amsater-
dam snd Leyden. Under Cromwell, they
had no persecation to fear and no exao-
tions to resist. They came back on suffer-
ance only; but they soon established a char-
acter in London which made them many
friends, In a few years, opinion underwent a
ohange; the clergy lost their power; the old
abominable laws were all repealed; and the
Jew, who had ventured to come home as a
‘‘Protector's man,’” became a peaceable and
prosperous citizen of the realm.

Among the Jews themselves, Cromwell is
regarded as the man to whom, under Ged,
they are chiefly indebted for their happy re-
turn to a country which had cast them out
for 400 years. But Cromwell ht never
have called that conference in the Long Gal-
lery of Whitehall had he not beem urged by
Manasseh ben Israel, the pious and able Por-
tuguase Jew; & copy of whose rather scarce
petition to his Highness the Lord Pre-
tector has been reprinted at Melbourne in
Auatralia—a city which is more populous
than Jerusalem, and which ig bailt on & con-
tinent of which Manaseeh never heard the
name.
